nf, Hugo Grotizs in his Treatife of the 
Rights of War and Peace, isof Opinion, that 
our Fears by reafon of the Swelling Power of 
our Neighbour Prince, is no fufficient Ground 
for ajult War; for that our Defence by Arms 
be Juff, it ought to be Neceflary, which it 
cannot be unlefs we are moft aflured, not only 
that he againit whom we make War, hath a 
Power to dous Wrong, but that he hath alfo 
a full purpofe and Refolution fo todo; which 
certainly ought to be fuch as takes place in Mo- 
ral Matters. lib. 2.c. 22. fet. 5. But, | 

Though our own uncertain Fears be no fuf- 
ficient ground for us to make War, yet may 
we (faith a Learncd Author) ufe ail lawful 
Means cautioully to prevent dangers before 
they fall; this is that Prudence, that Chrift 
commends to his Difciples, where he bids*em 
to be as wife as Serpents, buc innocent as Doves. 
And this is the Prudence of Empires, that if 
any one would annoy us, to take fuch Care, 
and ufe fiuch Means that hail not be able to 
hurt us; which may be done two ways: As 
firft, if the Neighbouring Nations do fee the 
growing Power of any one Prince, fo as to. 
conceive fome Jealoufy of him, they ought to 
Combine in a ftronger League; That if ci- 
ther fhall be Invaded wnjuttly, they fhall make 
againit the Aggrefior, this being then a juft 
Caufe of War. Thus the /talias lealons of 
the Venetians Power, Leagued tuemiclyes for 
their own Defeuce; fothat thoug.: thac Re- 
publick was too ftrong fo: any of them fing- 
ly, yet being far too weak for them ail, ic was 
wifcly kept within its own Bounds. Livy 
difcourfing of the feveral Opinions of Men, 
concerning the War between Perfeus and the 
Komans, fome wifhing well to one, and fome 
to another ; tells us, That the beft and wifeft 
Sort wifh’d the Victory to neither ; for fo fhould 
they live free of both. And as Spaiz former- 
ly, fo France now, afpiring to An Univerfal 
Monarchy, all Ezvopean Princes have Reafon 
to be Jealous of him, and to Combine to. 
getherto withitandhim. 2dly, If any Poten- 
tate more Powerful than his Neighbours, fhall 
unjultly opprefs any of them, the reft oughe 
to Confederate, andto compel the Aggreffor 
to Accept of due Satisfaction, if there be 
caufe tor it; whichif he refufe, his Caufe be- 
ing unjuft (much more if it were orginally fo ) 
they may all of them make War upon him, as 
being the Difturber of the Publick Peace.
